of the Circuit Court durinir its present 
term, turiyd into the Suite Treawury »■-".»,- 
647.00, aa a part oi tlie proceeds of the 
properly and papern belonging to the iaie 
Treasurer James W. Tate. 

"This sum has been pl.iced to the 
credit of the Tate defalcation, and with 
the sums heretofore eradited to thia ac- 
count will aggrogaleaoredit of more than 

160,000. 

"There are other atoeka and property 

belonnimj to Tate, which the Circuit 
Court directed to be sold, trom which, it 
ia believed, the State will reallas not leas 

than $9,000 or $10,000. 

"When all the money arising from the 
property, etoeka, notee, I. 0. U's. and 
other pap< r.s bus be"n collected and 
placed to the credit of late, I be actual 
shortage in his socoonta will not be more 
than $150,000. 

"In this connection it may not be un- 
interesting to say that the Sute Treas- 
urer, during the returns of the heavy 
collections of revenue each year, will re- 
ceive, through the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts, each month of that period, aa 
much as $600,000, or more than three 
times the total amount of Tate's shortage, 
which covers a periwl of ten years. 'Now,' 
as a gentleman remarked the other day, 

'the State may in ike .dl the lnwsit plen'jps 
to heiige ihecustoilian of her funds, blame 
any one and every one to any extent 
culpable for violation of the laws, hold as 
much good security in the way of bond 
for faithful performance of <luty as she 
may choose, and, despite it all, ur lees the 
Treasurer himself is honest, he can get 
away with more than twice tlie amount 
charged aitainst Tate in the wliole course 
of bis official career. The cheeks are 
often turiie.i over to the Tieisurer for 
$100,000 and $200,000, which he couM 
manipulate to his own purpose, and then 
hie to Canada before the end of Jlie 
month, or time for settlement provide ! 
by taw between the Auditor and Treas 
urer. Bonds, it w mid appMr from the 
verdict in Ibe Tale c.ise in llie Circuit 
Court, sre worthless as a secutitv against 
fraud, un'ess the Conrt of Appeals ihould 
reverse that decision and laws are in- 
effectual to keep Treasurers, when so 
disposed, from committing embissle- 
inent.'"
